Between Plzen and Tabor four concrete-steel highway 25X1 

bridges. One bridge is located at Nepomuk. It crosses the Zinkovka river which 
flows from the north southward. It is in good condition, approximately two 
lanes wide and is able to absorb heavy usage. The second bridge is located at 
Tohorovice. Tohorovice has several small lakes connecting one to another and 
the bridge crosses one stream which flows from one lake to another. It is also 
in good condition, over two lanes wide, and is able to absorb heavy usage. 

The third bridge is located in the western suburb of Pisek just before coming 
into town. It crosses the Otava River which flows from the north southward. It 
is approximately three lanes wide, in good condition, and constructed to absorb 
heavy usage. The fourth bridge is located at Budovicky and it crosses the 
Vitava River which also flows from the north southward. It is also three lanes 
wide and is able to absorb heavy military traffic. 25X1 
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
